The simlarity is hardly a coincidence, for 
Indonesia's leaders like to compare their five- 
year struggle for independence with our Ameti- 
can Revolution, Many of thetr slogans have 
heen taken from words of George Washington 
and Abraham Lincoln, The Republic's con- 
stitution, in part, is patterned alter ours. 


S0,4M,000 People on 30000 Islands 


Physically, Indonesia bears Titthe resem- 
blance to the United States. Somewhat 
smaller in land area than our Thirte:n Original 
States; Indonesia consists of a chain of 3,000 
lush volcanic islands strewn along the Equator 
all the way from the mainland of Asia to the 
northern tip of Australia, a span of 3,000 miles 
(map, pare 6). On these islands live &0,- 
000,000 people, nearly ns many a5 in Japan. 

Twice in the last five years, while in the 
Far East, | had made tentative plans to visit 
the islands. Both times heavy fichting had 
broken out to halt my going. Last May, 
in Bangkok, Thailand, I received 4 cable that 
my application for a visa was approved, pro- 
vided 7 made my own arrangements for ac- 
commotion, 

“That miy mean-sharing a room with others 


or staying with friends,” said the genial consul 
with whom | talked, “Our hotels are crowiled, 
hut [ believe that such a condition is not re- 
stricted to my country.” 

T agreed, 

“Have you visited Indonesia before?” he 
asked, without looking at the multiple copies 
of the entrance form | heed filled out, 

! mentionéd that © had been in fava and 
Sumatra many years-ago and had done articles 
and color photographs on both islands.” 

“Then you are familiar with my country, 
but you will find many changes now,” he said. 


Indonesiuns Hatl Werdeta (Freedom) 


One of the first changes I found when I 
reached the islands was in the place names. 
Dutch names, many of which existed during 
the 300 vears of colonial rule, are gone, In- 
tonesian ones have taken their place. 

Flying to Juva, I landed at Diakarta, new 
name for old Batavia, Buitenzorg, formerly 
the residence of the Dutch Governor General, 
infand in the mountains, new is Bogor. Gov- 
erminent offices and streets bear Indonesian 
names. 

The big rectangular greensward in the cen- 
ter of the modern section af Djgkurta, once 
known as the Roenigsplein, has hecome Lapan- 
gan Merdeka (Freedom Place). 

Merdeka (Freedom), a key word among the 
Indonesians ever since they announced their 
independence immediately following the capit-

[ priced black-market American cigarettes 
sold by street hawkers and found that, at the 
hank rate of exchange of roughly 7'4 rupiah 
(guilders) to one Unitedl States dollar, they 
cost 90 centsa package.

| flew first to [iokjakarta (usually abbre- 
viated to Djokia), capital of the old sultanate 
of central Java, and for a time center of the 
Republican movement. 

It was late May and the dry season sup- 

raseiihy Thad begun. But the night before I 

eft it rained heavily, ‘The morning dawner! 
clear, and, as was often the case while travel- 
ing in Indonesia, | saw dawn from the airport, 

Rains hocl washed the sky clean of dost iam 
amioke. Beluw us spread the island's sparkling, 
cirdentike plains; steep yvoleanic mountains 
were sharply etched on the horizon to the 
eauth, Rice fields formed vivid joren-and- 
gold patches or shone like silver where diked 
Mots had just been fooded for a new crop, 

Terraces stairstep every ravine and river- 
hank and contour the gullies, Other terraces 
clamber up the steep sides of the mountains 
(pages 28 and 279). Forms villages cluster in 
groves of coconut palms and other trees be- 
side the open plains and deeper green plinta- 
tions:

Les than an hour out of [iakarta we came 
ihreast wf Tjareme volcano, pissing 50 clise 
that eur left wingtip. seemed almost to brush 
its winieled slay. Although we were fying 
at &,000 feet, the upper part of its cone tow- 
ered 2.000 feet above us. 

Son we passed still higher Slamet. Second 
highest peak in Java, it rears to 11,247 feet. 

As-we neared Dijokjakarta,.a row of sharp 
peaks loomed before us, From ane of them, 
Merapi, gsued a curling white plume of 
smoke (page 27). In all, sume 300 voleannes 
form oo knobhed backbone the length of the 
Indonesian urchipelngo, Sixty are active. 
Some sire fire-breathing Hionsters, burt thie 
island anil da rich from the oshes, mud, ond 
lava that hove poured from their craters. 

At Djakarts we had passed through customs 
before. we boarded the plane. When we 
arrived at Djokja, we had to go. through 
customs again, Health authorities checked 
our vaotination certificates to see that we 
were immune to smallpox. Those without 


certificates apd these who left them behind 
had to all up their sleeves ond be vaccinated 
by the doctor. 

Throughout my tour in the islands 7 found 
customs counters at almost every airport. 
Now that Indonesian, since August 17, 1950, 
is Treorganised! into a single unified Repub- 


Tic, mather than a federation of States, such 


formalities may eventually be abandoned. 

Since the country has gained jodepencdence 
and its capital is now Djakarta, Diokia no 
longer isso active as when it was headquarters 
vf the Republican forces. Comparatively little 
damage wits done to the citv when the Dutch, 
in 1948, moved in during their second police 
acticin. 


Art of the Batik Makers 


While wandering about the city 1 saw the 
world-famous batlk makers at work. Bothwith 
metal block stamps and by hand they applied 
wax to the cloth to cover it for the various 
stages of cyeing. Munagers complained) that 
they were forced again to use native vegetable 
ives instead of synthetic dyes from Europe, 
but the sarongs and scarfs thes produce are 
after in tones for the shortage (page 2), 

In other shops 1 found adlversmiths hom- 
inering and polishing pieces of silver, Tlandi- 
craft workers also cut beautifully filigreed 
fans; weveng (shadow play) puppets, and 
dancers’ headdreses and nevkpieces from get. 
skin and buffalo hide, 

The large arrey of buildings of the Aritton, 
or Sultan's palace, seemmd ‘almost deserted, 
Batik-turbaned retainers who. showed me 
around wore wavy-bladed krises tucked in the 
back of the belts girding their long sarong. 

Hamensku Buwono TX, the Sultan of 
Djokjakarta, 1s absent from his palace much 
of tht time, but he returned briethy during 
ny stay. Young and progressive, he had com- 
manded the anti-Dutch Republican forces and 
ionow View remier fpage 3). 

Traditional Javanese dances-are rarely given 
at the palace new, but one of the scholarly 
prinees, Tedlakisuma, conducts a school to 
train young students in the clossical art. 
When | visital his school votmesters no 
more that 7 or § vears old were learting 
difficult postures, how to move prms-and legs 
in proper rhythm, and bow to Hutier their 
Hininey's. 

Later | had oppertunity to photograph ma-

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drums of the camelan (orchestra) furnished 
the music (page 31}. 

Chit in the countryside aroun Diokia men 
and women worked in the rice fields. Every 
stage of rice growing can be seen within the 
radius of a few fields, for tropical Java has 
no Well-deiined seasons (page 35). 

In some fields harvesters nipped the ripened 
hea with small knives held in the palms of 
their hazeds. 

Elsewhere groups of farmiolk waded nearly 
knee-deep in water and mudd, transplanting 
young toe seedlings. Farmers scratched dry 
‘siil with primitive ox-drawn plows or churned 
the mud with wooden-toothed harrows. 

(Centurics-old Farming Methods 

When the huge-stone Buddhist temple of 
Borobudur and the Hindu temples of Pram- 
hanan were built on the central Java plain 
some 1,100 years ago, farmers were probably 
using the same methods as now. 

To get to Boroburlur, same 20 miles north- 
west of the city, | had to take the long way 
around. A bridge was under’ repair. Along 
the wiv we mel many oxcarts coming to mar- 
ket. Sides of the cart bodies and their big 
woven canopies are decorated with vivid 
painted patterns (page 32). 

At Magelang |] saw dramatic results of the 
1948 fighting. Most of the large buildings in 
the city had been dariaged or completely 
wrecked, either in military operations or in 
the scorched-earth tactics adopted by the Indo- 
nesians. En route we also saw a large supar 
mil] that had teen smashed and burned into 
a junk heap of twisted girders and broken 
machinery, 

| had seen ancient Boroboudur before, but 

iigain it was a thrill to swing around a curve 
in the highway and see its terraced pyramid 
and stone dagobas rising above a low hill 
against a backdrop of higher green mountains, 

Trying my legs on its steep stairways and 
walking around its carved-wall terraces, I ap- 
preciated how grandly the 9th-century Bud- 
dhist artists built, They encased a whole hill- 
top with stone, pictured the life of Buddha 
In deep carvings, and climaxed the temple 
crown with numerous Buddhas set in latticed 
stone shrines (page 50).* 

Apparently early Buddhists and Hindus 
dwelt, peacefully side by side, for only a few 
miles eastward from Djokja are the extensive 
ruins of Hindu-built Prambanan (page 27), 

Despite the rebuilding necessary to erase te- 
cent war destruction, | saw workers busily 
reconstructing the fallen. stones of ancient 
Prambanan, a task begun by the Dutch. ‘The 
job is tke trying to piece together a colossal 


jigsaw puzele, for within its walled enclosure 
stands the late shrine to Siva, seven smaller 
shrines, and scores of small cell-like buildings. 
| Though Indonesia now has its independence, 
the country is platued by many problems ip 
its teturn to peace, There is still unrest 
among some dissident groups, When T asked 
to go to Surakaria (Solo), seat of the second 
sultanate, just northeast of Djokja, 1 was ad- 
vised! not to £0. Some young hotheads had 
taken to stoning cars on the highways. 

Supporters of the Dorn! fiom (World of 
Islam) in the mountains around Garut, in the 
southern portion of western Java, are unrec- 
ontiled. Many young men who fought with 
the Dutch also roam the countryside, using 
their weapons to compensate for their unem- 
playimnent, 

In the vicinity of Surabaja, chief city and 
important naval base in eastern Java, bands 
of guerrillas were active. 

During the three vears of Japanese occu- 
pation there was considerable dislocation of 
agriculture, Food was not allowed to be 
transported from one district to another: each 
district had to become self-sustaining, Con- 
sequently, lands which grew such export crops 
as Sugar, tapioca, and Sumatran tobacco wete 
turned to raising food, 

The subsequent struggle between local and 
Dutch forces not only delayed the return to 
normal but added to the destruction. How- 
ever, the 1949-50 rice crop of about 6,500,000 
tons is almost up to prewar levels, Native 
rubber production is above prewar years, but 
Plantation rubber is about 70 percent af its 
normal amount, 

Because of larze postwar investments of for- 
eign capital to rebuild oil installations in 
Hormeo and Sumatra, oil output is the highest 
ever. 

In 1949 the vield of crude oil was43,206,000 
barrels, and refineries, importing some crude, 
produced 47,531,000 barrels, 

Bali Seems a World Apart 

Tt is-a flight of only 145 hours from Sura- 
baja to Denpasar, on the island of Bali, 
Stost of the flight is over land, for, geographi- 
tally, Bali has escaped being attached to Java 
by only a little more than a mile-wide span 
of seq, 

This has been an important, if narrow, water 
gap. Crossing it, I felt I had reached a cis- 
tant land and a different are.

“A woman who has twins, 
a bey and a girl, hos to move from her own

“What if the twins are both boys or girls?”

Teeth Filed as Mark of Maturity 


Farther along the road, as we passed 
through a small village, we saw. several people 
carrying gifts into a nwud-walled enclosure. 
Inquiry revealed that they were going to a 
lovth-filing ceremony, 

In the courtyard of the household a raised 
pavilion had been built, In it was a- bed, 
a man seated at the head. On either side of 
the pavilion were racks filled with offerings af 
Fruit, meats, rice, and flowers, built into tall 
rilliant comes. Long decorative streamers 
hung from the pavilion. 

Over at the side of one of the houses a tall 
thatch-roofed platform of bumboo had been 
erected. On it satea wispy-bearded Brahman 
priest, alternately chanting prayers and tin- 
kling a-small bell. 

Two youths in their early teens were to 
have their teeth filed as a symbol that they 
had reached maturity. The “dentist.” who sat 
at the head of the couch, had the boys bite 
into a plece of sugar cane. After studying the 
“bite,” he evened off the irregularities of the 
points of their teeth, 

The boys’ teeth showed little difference 
after the filing, but they had ‘attained mature 
pisition in the eves of the community. 

As 1 drove about the ishined, | saw a fantas- 
tic number of temples—village temples, family 
temples where members placed offerings to 
their ancestors, und personal temples, shrines 
to Siva, Vishnu, and Brahma. Tiny spirit 
shrines cot the rice fields. 

Many of the Inrge brick-and-stone struc: 
tures seemed hoary with age, but on their 
gateways and walls carvings pictured bicycle 
riders, policemen on motorcycles, a gogeled 
airplane pilot zooming down among sculptured 
demons and gods, and a Dutchman drinking 
beer | 

The gray volcanic builditig stone is so soit 
that it weathers quickly in Bali's moist cli- 
mate. “Ancient” shrines may be no more 
than 30 or 40 years old, 

I watched workmen carving gods, demons,

Looping throweh villages on the plains north 
of Denpasar, we came upon busy markets 
where district folk congregated with proim, 
fruits, vegetables, and other wares, Worten 
filed along the roads balancing heavy burdens 
om their heads (page 25); men exrried prodd- 
vce on. shoulder poles (page 32) or walked 
none. imencumberec. 

In some villages home workers shaped clay 
rice ~uts on hanel-turned aude 4 wheels and 
stacked the “green” pots in kilns for firing. 
Elsewhere carvers chiseled ond) potished beau- 
tifully fashioned heads and figures cf wood, 
or-etched delicate designs on bone, horn, and 
coconut shells, 

Lazy sway-bucked pies grunted in eourt- 

vards of family dwellings. Fattenedl, they are 
Lote to market in big openwork bamboo bas 
kets, often piled into trucks like cordwoudl. 

Along the roads we saw countless fighting 
cocks sunning in wicker cages or being groomed 
by their masters (page 26). When the Dotch 
were here they frowned upon Balinese cock- 
fighting, but often turned their heads when 
men got together for a lively cockfight in 
some Tnoanspicuius place, 

One dav we saw carts pairked by the road- 
side anil people slipping off into bushy village 
paths, We decided to follow. A cockfight 
was in the offing: 

Under a thatched pavilion competitors were 
matching up birds of equal size and weight. 
Opponents selected, the men attuched sharp 
metal spurs to the cocks’ legs. There was a 
furry of feathers as the first two binds clashes. 
Evenly mittehed, they strack no lethal blow 
and were later separated, Some fights to the 
death Inst but an Instant, 


“Fishing” Food from the Atr 


In fields we passed pay throngs of reapers 
muking a picnic of rice harvesting. Several 
women and children who accompanied the har- 
vesters mystified me. They were carrying 
lang slender reed wards like fishing rods, but 
they certainly were not fishing. 

Although 1 have seen people catch fish in 
Hooded tice plots, these fields were dry. 
thermore, the rods had no lines, Yet the 
wotnen and youngsters seemed to be intently. 
casting. So T stopped to find out what they 
were doit. 

They were catching dragonflies!) The wands 
were smeared with sticky gum. and dragontlies 
disturbed by the harvesting were lured tw

alight on the sticks. Some “costers” olsa 
flicked their poles at the winging. flies and 
snatched! them fram the atr ( capaprersite ) 

‘What do they do with them?” T asked 
my compantan. 

“Eat them,” he answered. “They are good.” 

Like mest visitdrs to Bali, I-went to see the 
centuries-old tombs at Tampaksiring, near 
the center of the fsland. Some ruler hae 
ordered elaborate monuments hewn for fim- 
self and his wives in the solid stone 1c: walls af 
the canyon. 

Not far distant andther carly monarch, war- 
Ting with his neighbors, had a poisun spring 
pour from the ground to poison his enemies, 
But the gods intervened. A sparkling spring 
af pure water now gushes in its place and is 
piped inte a large community bath. One out- 
let i dry cas proof of the tale of the potsoneci 
water. 

In the <a¢red forest of Songeh we bought 
xcanuts and corn for troops of greedy mon- 

keys. When the fale (nutmeg) trees of the 
forest fall of their own accord, they are used 
to build temples. 

Three main roads cut across the island to 
tts northern coast, The more easterly. one 
winds aver the mountains almost in the shadew 

of Aung, also called the Peak of Bali, for it 
is the tslund’s highest. [ts sacred symmetrical 
cone towers to more than 10,000 fret (p, 267. 

Twisting up the highway to the mountain 
saddle, we came to Kintamani, o corruption of 
Tjinta Mini, meaning “Beautiful Ring.” The 
ring is the rim of a huge volcanic crater within 
which is cupped Lake Batue, 

On the western side of the crater rises a 
volcanic peak, also called Batur, Several 
times in earlier Balinese memory it erupted. 
Once ite lava flow halted at the very gateway 
of the village temple on the plain below. Tn 
1926 it-erupted again, “The Dutch had diffi 
culty evacuating the people when it becane 
evident that the lava stream was nol going to 
stop as-it had before, The abandoned village 
was completely engulfed, 

Batur's slopes and the old ¢rater floor berr- 
dering the lake are blackened with the lava 
flow, Near ite simmit two or three vents 
emit-small clouds of smoke, 

The mountain range extends east and west 
the full length of the land. Three other lnkves 
some hat ‘smaller than. Hatur are cradled in 
the hills near the ¢entral crogs-ishined rane. 

Scarlet poinsettias growing wild m the cooler 
highlands, splash the green slopes (page 14), 
In places they are planted as bedges around 
pastures where graze Bali's dainty-hoofed 
cattle: Famous throughout the archipelago, 
Bali cows are raised for slaughter rather than

On the northern slopes of the mountains we 
wound through coffee pluntations and amid 
a magnificent array of rice terraces (page 13). 
Diked rice plots mount the steep ‘hillsides 
like gitantic staircases, hut up these no giant 
could climb without getting his feet-wet! 

Sinwaradia-and its adjacent port of Butle- 
lene bear a Strong imprint of the Dutch,

Girls Wrap Like Mummies for a Dance 


Returning to Denpasar late one afternoon, | 
saw peaple carrying offerings ta'a temple and 
earner! there was to he a djanger dance in the 
Orening 

Later J watched village girls transform 
ihemeelves into plamorcus dancing queens 
with erease paint ail resplendent garments. 





Later, they are fried and eaten, 


Those who beliewe the girls of Bali never 
wear blouses should see how they gird them- 
selves for the dance, Above jong sweeping 
sarongs they wrap their bedies from. armpits 
to hips like tightly encused cocoons (page 14), 

Eyebrows are darkened, then shaped with 
a tazor, and a new hairline is painted on the 
witls’ foreheads to Ht their sunburst crowns 
(neges 9 and 10), A gem-studded neck- 
vece, armbands of gilded Migreed buffalo 
tide, and fresh frangipani Mowers in the hair 
complete the costume. White dots added be- 
teen evelrows and at the temples are special 
beauty marks of the dance. 

Although the dianger 16 primurily social 
entertainment, 0 participant would think ol 
bevinning a performance without first towcn- 
ing ber lips to a cup of holy water and dtap- 
ping a blossom a= an offering on the shrine. 

A dexen girls and an equal number of less 
omately dressed young men seated theme 
selves incan open square, girls Wocupying two 
facing sides, boys the other. 
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For two hours 2 circle of hundreds of intent 
Balines® nod a few foreign visitors watched 
uttering fingers and sinuous arms andl bodies 
as singing al acting alternated) between the 
young men and girs, while a small gamelan 
plaved from the banyan tree “wings.” 

The djanger, [ learned, began as the “he- 
bop” of Balinese entertainment some years 
ago, after a Malay theatrien! troupe visited the 
sland, Today it has attained dignity and even 
it times includes episodes of classical folklore. 

Perennial favorite of Balinese cunces, how- 
ever, is the /egong, performed by two or three 
young girls to the accompaniment of a large 
orchestra of brass gongs, cymbals, driims, and 
metal-kered xvlophones (page 12). 

In quick-changing tempo the girls move 
with angular motions of arms and swaying 
bodies or in smooth gliding steps (page 11). 
Their necks jerk from side to side and eves 
flash. A-reciter tells the legend they portray. 

Legong Dancers Trained from Childhood 

These young girls ore no amateurs. They 
train almost from the time they are babes: 
their careers end before they reach their teens, 

Deeply exciting, too, were the massed chants 
of the men in the #etia®, or so-called monkey 
dance, [ saw one evening at Bona, Two hur- 
dred men, bare to the waist, sat in concentric 
circles about a light standard upon which 
coconut-oi] flames burned. Their voices rose 
and fell; as notes trailed off in one portion of 
the circle, they were caught up in another. 

One moment the bronze-hodied players were 
in sitting position, in another they had thrown 
themselves back, circle against circle: then 
suttienly arms and fingers futtered skyward 


as voices excitedly cried “Ke—tiak—ke—ijak: 


—ke—tjak." 

_ Northeast of Hali, in Mokassar and Am- 
heina, disturbances had broken out: instead 
al going there T flew back to Djakarta and 
thence to Sumatra. | 

Sumatra is big and, as we flew diagonally 
across its southern half to Padang on the west 
onast, it seemed almost uninhabited. Forests 
cover its plaing and. its rugged! backbone of 
mountains. Tn onky a few places did I see rice 
fields and plantations, 

About 345 times the size of Java, Sumatra 
has lest than 3s fourth the population of that 
crowded iskanel, 

Padang nestles amid coconut palms beside 
the sea. [is harbor, Telukbajursumatera, 
some three miles away, formerly called) Emma- 
haven, i an outlet for coal and for farm prod- 
uce of the fertile Padang Highlands, 

At Padang | shared a hotel mom with a 
young Dutch agriculturist who maintained 


large truck.gardens and a dairy in the Ban- 
dung district in the hills of west Java. He 
had built up a sizable basiness furnishing 
Dijakarta hotels with safe fresh vegetables, 
sanitary milk, amd butter, Quantities of vice. 
tables, especially lettuce and cauliflower, were 
also shipped to Singapore. 

Now this enterprising man was walting for 
a ship bound to Sibolga, where he was going to 
investivate the Tapanuli district south of Lake 
Toba (page 40), Batuk village headmen there 
had offered him as much land as he wanted. 
The plan was to put hundreds of acres under 
mechanical cultivation to supply veetables, 
leef, and pork to Southeast Asia markets, 

Racept for its sunny beach and sea breezes, 
Padang’s attractions are few. Close behind it, 
however, tears the mountain range into which 
twists a delightful highway that mounts to 
the Padang Highlands. 

Through the kindness of Pacang's mayor, 
I found an interpreter companion and off we 
started in a midget car for Padangpandjang 
and Bukittinegi (formerly Fort de Kock). — 

The road twists and scuirms through the 
hills: and up Anai River gorge, through which 
also climbs a cog railway. Luxuriant tropical 
trees and thick twining vines mantle the steey 
cliffs, At one bend in the highway a waterfall 
leaps from a cliff ane plunges into a pool so 
close to the road that it spatters spray on 
windshields of passing curs. | 

At Padangpandiang we saw a number of 
the strange upturned roofs of the Minangka- 
bau homes. Hornlike gables rise so hich above 
the middle of the roofs that the ridgepoles 
look like a broad U, | 

Moslems Feast Before They Fast 

_ Mosques cet the highlands, for the Minang- 
kabau people are strict Moslems. Many 
women dressed in their holiday best walker 
along the roads, carrying trays balanced on 
their heads. ‘Brilliant handwovyen cloths cov- 
ered the contents of their heacl burdens, 

“They wre taking foods to relatives,” sald 
my companion, “Young wives especially wo 
to visit their mothers and mothers-in-law just 
before our holy month of Ramadan, Our fast 
month begins day after tomorrow and we dé 
nat eat during the day. Feasting and wed- 
dings come before or after our holy month: 
We found the menfolk enjoying themselves 
in a different manner. Along the highways 
we passed scores of them with dogs trotting 
at their heels. Some carried guns. They were 
returning from a wild pig hunt: muddy and 
frayed clothes bore witness to the roughness of 
the countryside. Sometimes several hundred 
mum of the district go on these pig hunts.

Mapwise, Sumatra is almost perfectly bal- 
anced across the Equator, he line lies only 

a few miles north of Bukittinggi, but the con- 
dition of the road northward discourages 
travel. 

Yeéurs ago when I visited Sumatra T rode by 
bus from Bukittingsi to Sibolica, around Lake 
Toba and to Medan. ‘This time T had to re- 
turn to Padang and fly across the islond. 

It was a clear morning when we took oif, 
Not a cloud covered the mountains, and, as we 
flew northward, I had a splendid view ‘of the 
volcanoes, 

Tt was still clear when we crossed straight 

over the middle of Lake Toba. One can 
best gain an idea of the geography of the lake 
from the air, It reminded me of a Pacific 
atall in reverse. Instead of being a ring 
of land surrounded by water, with a central 
lagoon, Toba is an oval of water surrounded 
by land, with more land in the middie 
(page 39). 

Though the lake is more than 50 miles 
long and a third as wide, it probably has 
nh smaller water area than any lake of its 
size, for in its center rises Samosir Island, 
itself some 27 miles long and nearly half as 
wide (page 34). 

After reaching Medan, I motored back to 
Toba to see some of the Batak tribesmen who 
live in the region,* 

Most of the interesting old Aampones: (vil- 
lages) of the Bataks have vanished in recent 
years, Buta few of the huge communal long 
houses still exist, They have tall thatch roofs, 
uptilted at the ends, and carved wooden gables, 
Buffalo horns decorate gable peaks of the 
houses and pavilioned outbuildings. 

It was Saturday, market day, when we vis- 
ited Prapat, on the east shore of Lake Toba. 
Hundreds of Tohanese thronged into market, 
afoot, by bus, and by boat (page 33). 

Medan, administrative center for eastern 
Sumatra, is a spick-and-span modern town. 
Even the Chinese shop signs on many of its 
buildings fail to give it an Oriental appearance. 

The acres of tobacco (page 21) and the 
ai-paim and rubber plantations have made 
this portion of Sumatra highly prosperous. 


Elephant Shoves Trock off Road 


Northward from Medan are oil wells,  Oil- 
men searching for new sources in the wild 
Achin district in the north sometimes fine 
more than just oil, 


On the trail ane day a. trockload of drillers 
sighted an elephant aod stepped, The elephant 
dlso sighted them ond came up to investigate, 
Apparently disliking the idea of the truck 
blocking the road, he began pushing on the 
front bumper and skidded the heavy vehicle 
backward, 

He then decided upon a new approach, 
Walking around to the side of the truck, he 
calinly shoved it off on the roadside and walked 
on! Fortunately, the airwas not overturned. 
Unharmed, but with nerves ao bit shaken, the 
drillers drove into camp.

Pipe Lines Bring Oil to Palembang 


Leaving Medan, I flew southward to Palem- 
bang, Sumatra’s ‘oil capital,” near the south- 
ern end of the island, 

Though the west coast of Sumatra is moun- 
tainous, its east coast is a low plain, trailing 
off into mangrove swamps. A fleet of islands 
lies off the const, and on Bangka, particularly, 
are extensive tin. mines, 

Palembang lies far from the coast, but it 
seems almost an aquatic town. Fart of it 
stands on stilts along the banks of the broad, 
muddy Musi River; a sizable portion also 
floats an its waters (page 37}, 

Innumerable floating houses are anchored 
near the banks by poles, so that they rise or 
fall with the stream but cannot drift away. 
Small sampans, houseboats, cargo boats, and 
big barges are legion. Plying up and down 
stream are ancient stern-wheelers. 

Big freighters and oil tankers likewise an- 
chor in the river; for only a short distance 
outside town are two large refineries, one 
operated by Standard-Vacuum and the other 
by Shell, Of is piped in from wells in the 
interior, 

Both refineries are virtually cities in them- 
selves, for, although many of the workers live 
in town, hundreds of others live in trim com- 
pounds, They have their own shops, markets, 
recreation centers, aud schools, 

Palembang, like the Medan district, has ofl- 
palm groves and rubber plantations; While 
roaming outhving roads, I saw workmen col- 
lecting oil-palm seeds and ‘milking’ the mb- 
ber trees {page-25), 

In my trip through Java, Ball, and Sumatra 
I found that the “wealth of the Indies" is no 
obsolete phrase. The new Republic feels that 
with the reins of government in its own hands 
Indonesia will continue to prosper.

For readers of the Bible, the name—or any 
one of its synonyms Or near synenyms—miy 
conjure up a picture of the Garten of Eden. 
the Tower of Babel, or the Great Flood: or it 
may call. ty mind the story of the patriarchs, 
of Daniel and Nebuchadnezzar, of the hand- 
writing on the wall, 

To some the name has asseciations with the 
Code of Hammurabi (page 85), the death of 
Alexander the Great, the exploits of Harun 
al-Rashicl, Others will think in thia. connec- 
tion of Chaldean astrology, the Royal Tombs 
of Ur, or the fabulous oil deposits of the 
Middle East. 

Mesopotaumin gives tremendous perspective 
to our modern civilization, In common with 
the rest of the ancient Near East—Epypt, 
Palestine, Syria, and [ran—Mesopotamia had 
put in more time on the progress of mankind, 
before the rise of Greece and Rome, thin has 
elapsed between the Homeric age and our own 
times. When Rome, founded, according to 
tradition in the Sth century nm. c.," wis less 
than a hundred years old, Nineveh in As- 
avtm had come to the end of a 4,000-year 
career, 

Yet what Mesopotamia achieved dimrime sev- 
éral millenniums of steady progress did not 
come to an abrupt close when the Greeks took 
over.+ Through one channel or another, the 
fruits of that accumulated experience had nl- 
ready spread to Europe, to enrich the classicol 
world and to be passed along eventually to our 
own culture as a living and tansible force, 





Stored-up Evidence 


Civilization is basically the sum of man’s 
answers at any given slage to the problems af 
society and the universe, Until man had 
begun to Hve in settled communities, after 
learning to sow as well as to harvest, there 
was litte real opportunity to do much about 
such questions, 

Ancient urban centers, however, leave re- 
mains that may be reconstructed into a mean- 
ingful recard long after the cities themselves 
ceased to exist.t 

The Near East: was the place where the first 


e 
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urbon centers emerged. ‘To retrace our-pres- 
ent civilization to its roots and see it as a 
growing organism, we must go back to the 
Near East. the cradle of Western civilization. 

Chver much of its total course to date, the 
story of mankind was lut the story of cultural 
progress olong the Nile, the ‘Tigris, the Eu- 
nhrates, and the immediately adjoining ares 
(pages S21 and 58). Each of these ancient 
lands thus hassemething significant to relate. 

If the testimony of Mesepotumin has fewer 
blurred passages than that of its sisterlands, 
its clarity is due chiefly to two factors: one, 
the vast amount and the astounding variety of 
written records that have come down to us 
from thot country, a full-and eloquent com- 
mentary on more than 2,000 years of pre- 
classical history: the other, the number cine 
nature of the ancient Mesopotamian sites, 

These sites contribute their share to the 
mivterial Wlustration of historic times, but are 
especially valgable as witnesses of cultural 
progress in the prehistoric age. In other 
words, the ancient mounds of Mesopolamin 
have proved to be buried treasures in more 
wave than one, 

How Mounds Grew 


Ancient moines, lo be art, are nit fe- 
stricted to the watersheds of the Tigris and 
the Euphrates. Mesopotamia, however, ex- 
ceeds the nekehboring lands in the number of 
artifietal hills that go back ta the carly Stages 
of settled occupation, Since Egypt ‘did not 
encoirage to the sane extent the building 1 | 
cities In successive levels, that country is less: 
well suited than Mesopotamia to take us dawn, 
tung by rung, through the centuries that pre- 
vile written history. 

Let us take as an example the site of Tepe 
Gawra, which is situated 15 miles northeast of 
modern Mosul and ancient Nineveh (pages

As recently as 25 years ago very little was 
known about the prehistory of Mesopotamia, 
Inscriptions and monument® had told we a 
great deal about the Assyrians of the. first 
millennium o, c., the Labylonians of the 
secure! millenitisn, ant! the Sumerians of the 
third millennium. When we hod workel back, 
however, to about 4,500 years ago, relinble 
information all but ceased. 

Vet it was perfectly clear that even that 
remote stage was far from the beginnings of 
se(tled occupation. The only trustworthy 
guide to the farther and deeper past would be 
a site consisting of muany successive prehistoric 
levels, to disclose in orderly sequence the grad. 
ual progress of man since the beginning of 
agriculture, Such a site might do for science 
infitiitely more than could thousands of docy- 
montis and roomfuls of objects from periods 
already known, 

In 1926-1 had the good fortune to obtain a 
Guggenheim Fellowship for study in Mesa 
Polamia, coupled with the post aft Annual Pro 
fessor of the American Schoul of Oriental Re- 
senrch in Baghdad, A small grant from the 
Dropsie College of Philadelphia Jett me free 
to examine hitherto unexplored regions with- 
out the usual pressure to bring back something 
spectacular, With that combined: support I 
devote six months to a archeolwical survey 
af northern [raq, concentrating chiefly on pre- 
histuric sites. 

First Sight of the Great Mlound

Svetematic excavations were begun in 1927 
am cormied on through enrht separate cam- 
paizns, four of which [had the opportunity to 
direct in person, The fipal results exceeded 
OUF greatest expectations, Tepe Gawra proved 
lo contain 26 individual occupation levels, yet 
only the upper six of these fell within the 
historic age (page 50). 


Light on Prehistory 

The long period prior to the introduction of 
writing, reaching back to the fourth millen- 
nium gc. and beyond, was no longer obscure; 
for it was now luminated by a full score of: 
sucogsive Sel viements, ane on top of the other, 
The continuous account of early man coultl 
be pushed back bv pérhaps 20 centuries, | 

The unfolding picture yielded a pattern of 
steady advance in pottery and in architecture, 
in religion (page 60) ind society, in work 
and in play. Other sites of comparable age 
have since been uncovered, each adding sume- 
thing that the others lacked, each helping to 
pluce seme new detail in sharper relief. 

Why did the ancient Near Easterners in 
gener. and Mesopotinians in particular, ¢at- 
tinue to build on man-made hills when space 
—excepting in Egypt only—was certainly not 
hta premium? The reasons art simple. The 
first settlers would choose a site which had a 
wood water supply, anol whose location was 
convenient for agricultural and commerctal 
needs, “The initial advantages of environment 
remained attractive after the first town had 
been destroved—hy fire, Moods, or war, 

To level a place built of sun-baked bricks. 
was nota great problem; the upper ‘sections 
of walls still standing might hove to be torn 
down and some clirt might need tobe added to 
fill the openings that the fallen debris had not 
covered up. In this process o few feet of the

and called its land Sumer (Biblical Shinar;

Although this language has disclosed the 
secrets of lis structure to the patient efferts 
of modern scholarship, no relative of it, eitber 
ancient of modern, has yet been discovered. 
lis users were evidently a people apart, in 
an ¢thnic no jess than in a linwiistic sense: 
we shall see presently that they were also 
highly distinctive in culture, 


The most plausible way to explain. this situ- 
ation arid account far the absence of kindred 
elements is by pssuming that the Sameriuns 
hacl come a considerable distance, having left 
their immediste relatives: somewhere in farther 
Asia, He that as it.may, the particulur gifts 
andl abilities of the Sumerians blended so well 
with the other cultures of Mesepotamin that 
the resulting product was to have a decisive 
beating on the evolition of .civilizwtion in 
peneral, 

The eastern neighbor of Sumer was the 
Trahan land of Elam. To the tworth dwelt 
numerous mountain peoples who appear to 
have been akin to the Elamites (Genesis 
10:22). Adjoining Sumer in a westerly semi- 
circle were the Semites: their contacts with 
the Sumerians were to become ever more close 
and intimate. 

The earliest representatives of the Semitic 
fumily of peaples are known in Mesopotamia 
collier lively as the Akkaclinns (Genesis }0: 10). 
Later on ‘they come to be distinguished in 
the south as the Babylonians, in the northwest 
as: the Assyrians. and in the west oo the 
Amorites. 

The greater part of the third millennium 
was: tnier the political and cultural domina- 
tion of the Sumerians. It constituted the 
brilliant Early Dynastic period, This phase 
is featured by written and material illustra- 
tions drom Ur (of the Chaldees),* Liagash, 
Uruk (Biblien] Erech: Genesis: 10:10). 
Khafaje (the ancient name of this site is in 
doubt), aid Eshnunna, among others (pages 
68, 70 and 72). 

Following this long phase of Sumerian az 
cendancy cime the first period of established 
Semitic supremacy, under the vikorows ddy- 
nasty (outiled by Sargon of Akkad, Sumerian 
and Semite might contend interminable with

For nearly all of the region's achievements 
that time bas been unable to obliterate are 
grouped into a harmonious pattern which adds 


up-to the Mesopotumian way of life. Once that 
pattern has: been outlined, the main details 
will fall teadily into place, 

If civilization is largely m way of fixing 
man's place in Nature and society, how did 
the ancient Mesopotamians make these all- 
important adyustoients? Wery brieliv, Na- 
ture was to the thoughtful inhabitant of the 
‘Pioris-Euphrates Valley a combination of ca- 
priciows an! violent forces, each personified! hy 
one or more gods, 

The gods’ actions were unpredictable: hence 
life on earth was ever restless and uncertain. 
Man must be everlastingly at pains to please 
ind appease the gods, so as to influence ‘his

“This requirement applied to the mightiest 
king no less than to his lowhest subject. ‘The 
king was no supernatural being, as in Egypt, 
but a mortal, abject in his submission to the 
powers of Nature, To this extent, at least, all 
men were equil, 

The place of soclety in Nature becomes ulti- 
mately a matter of the rights and respoansi- 
hilities of the individunl—any individual, 
Here we have the essentials on which democ- 
racy is founded.

By then the 
foreien conquerors had become in many ways 
the disciples and the zealous guordiuns of the 
Mesopotamiin way of life, 

It rémains only to show how the separate 
cultural elements relate to one another as parts 
Of a harmonivus and living pattern, WH the 
entire avstem got its start from the local con- 
cept of the individual tm relation to society and 
af society in relation to Nature, Ht was writing 
that emerged first a& that system's most nota- 
ble by-product, and later us its very nerve 
Center, 

The strongly developed sense of private 
property which characterized the Sumerians 
Jed them to identify their possessiins—notably 
those that were presented to the gods as offer- 
ings—by means of personal markers engraved 
on their cylinder seals. The seals were rolbed 
out on soft clay and the impressions could 
then be attached to the given object as labels 
(pane OO ), 

Similar identifying markers were used for 
temples and cities. As such, they were more 
thin just pictures to be seen: they were at the 
same time names to be pronounced, From 
proper mimes the notations extended to ob- 
jects of importance to comtemporary economy, 
tinally to words in general. 

At the same time, means were devised to 
express not only entire words but also compo- 
nent sylinbles, the rlevelopment proceeding 
from the concrete to the abstract. Tt wae a 
decisive step forward: for it muorked o genuine 
liberation from mere word painting, a step, 
incidentally, musde possible largely by the 
peculiar characteristics of the Sumerian lan- 
gunge. Thos we sion have a flexible medium 
for recording speech and thought. 

It is tempting, but vain, ta speculute on 
how much Jonger man might have taken to 
discover writing without the favorable hack- 
ground of the Sumerian social system and 
of the Sumerian language. The fuct is that 
the ‘enrliest Sumerian written records ore 
ats the oldest forms of actual writing from 
anywhere, Moreaver, the complicated process, 


from concrete symbol to abstract syllable, 
takes plice, step by step, before aur very eves, 
as it were, 

The possthiliiy that the entire procedure 

wast fepeaterd independently elsewhere is 
extremely remote. It is true that Egypt 
constitutes the other great cultural center 
Whose antiquity is comparable to that of 
Mesopotamia, We know, however, that Exyp- 
lien writing appears after the Sumerians 
had perfected their medium, and that it is 
full-srown vittudlly from the toment of its 
appearance. The preliminary experimental 
Hage is lacking. 
— Sinte Eeyot and Mesopotimia are known ‘to 
have maintained close cultural contacts with 
each other in the centuries prior to the advent 
of writing, particularly so after the coming of 
copper, the means were there for the idea of 
writing to be readily communicated from one 
to the other. For all these reasons many 
scholars are now agreed that Egypt took over 
the basic idea. from Mesopotamia, but en: 
plaved it own specific symbols to put that 
idea into effect, | 

Achievements of this magnitude are difficult 
and rare, Even though the basie probleme 
had been overcome. it required more than 
1000 vears before the next great stride was 
tnken—thic time from svilahic to alphabetic 
writing, . 

That secondary discovery, which was to 
prove of inestimable value to all mankind, was 
likewise the contribution of the Near East, 
worker out somewhere alone the ex¢tem shores 
of the Mediterranean’ ‘This uchievement 
weulil not have been possible, however. with- 
out the underlying labors of the early Mesn- 
potainians.

The immortal tale of Gilgamesh (pages 49

‘The ideals that have sustained mankind to 
this daw are in many ways the =ime ideals 
that were tested and refined in the magnificent 
laboratory which Mesopotamia maintained 
during the thousands of years af its historic 
progress, Ina final survey, therefore, it will 
not be the sundry survivals af that civilization 
which call for our close attention, 

Not the wheel snd the trie arch, the razors 
and cosmetic sets and Irving pane: neither will 
it be shepherd's pipes or the princely harps, 
nor Vel the dials on our clocks, or the astro. 
logicul charts that constitute our greatest debt 
Lo Mfesoprotarniin. 

What are really vital are law and writing, 
and bevend these the abiding sense of the 
right= and obligations of the individual in a 
chunyine and dramatic world—poiniing o way 
to hope tn ouut's strugele for civilization, We 
are only beginning Lo appreciate the role of 
Mesopotamia in this epic struggle.* 


How the Herget Paintings Were Composed 


N efforts ta present, in collaboration with 

_ the artist, the basic features of o great 
civilization of antiquity, the archeologist deal: 
ing with Mesopotamia & less favored ly cir: 
cumstances than were his colleagues represent- 
ing. eypl, Crreece, and Rone. 

We know that the artists and artisuns of 
Mesopotamia wert no lexs accomplished than 
their contemporaries in the Nile Valley. 
Climate and soil, however, combined to pre 
serve the products of the one center and to 
destroy. thes: of the other, In Mesnpotarnia 
woodwork und textiles simply disintegrated 
and wall paintings did not fare much beteer, 

Fortunately, the cylinder seuls from Meso 
plana are a source of information that is 
practically inexhaustible, Sculptures in the 
round, and more especially the vast number 
af reliefs in stone and bronze (pages 43 and 
48), contribute their share of vivid and yviger- 
wus representations. 

Within the last two decades chance anil 
the refinements of archeological methads have 
preserved for os several important examples 
of Jocal frescoes—at Til Barsilh ane) Mari, 
Khorsabad and Nuzi, Dor Kurigalau, and 
Chair on the Arnbinn coast of the Persian 
Oull—_so that we are no longer reduce! to 
mees@verk when itecomes to the question of 
color on anything other than pottery. 


In the following paintines by H. M1. Herzet 
the facts about a complex civilization that 
lected several thousand years, including nearly 
three millenniums of historic progress. have 
been compressed into 24 subjects, arronged 
in chronological sequence from remote pre- 
historic times down to the middle of the first 
mullet oc, 

Each picture stands for o whole age, of for 
th signiiicant phase of the given age, The 
episudes, based on fact or on imagination, 
may be descriptive of o moment in history or 
of a whole era, 

The orcheologist has invented an incident 
if the texts did net furnish him with some- 
thing better and stranger than fiction; but he 
has souwht to be true fo the spirit of the 
time. Details rest on a solid foundation, 

This need for highlighting a composite and 
dynamic civilization ly instilling life into each 
individual painting, imprasencd un added strain 
on the artist.

nS SINCE the discovery of the 
grect death pits ot Ur. by 
C. Lenard Woolley, whe excavated 
the site on behalf of the British Mu- 
doom and the University Museum of 
ihe University of Pennsylvania, the 
meaning of these mass burials has 
posed an acute problem, The best 
preserved af the tombs are specially 
bolt. chambers with human victimes in 
each, sometimes 70 or more, 

‘The wealth of the funerary furnish- 
ings and the tithe “King” which ts in- 
scribed in connection with one of the 
principals entombed in this unusual 
fashion have cased the excavator to 
regard these particular intenments as 
Royal Tombs.

Meskilumdug and Queen Shubad 
have become familiar terms to all 
those who have had the opportunity 
io view the many’ tautiful obtect 
that hove been recovered with these 
burinls<—in museurns of Broathelarl, 
Mhiladelphin, and London, or in the 
marvelous publication of the finds.

Such ritual kings might eventually be 
put to death. In the Early Dynastic 

period the piractice imay Well have 
entailed the death of many attendants. 

Not to decide among the theories, 
but to direct attention, however, to 
the existence of such a practice and 
to some of its details, we have intro. 
duced a pictore of a precession on the 
way to a death pit. 

Some of the victims tmiay already 
have “gone to therm fate’: or the

These attendants may be among 
the designated victims, or they may 
merely reflect their senuine deiection 
at the calamity that has already over 
taken their peers.

‘iE ANCIENT Mesopotamian 

made his gods much in his own 
itiamse “He portrayed them as subject 
to all the ordinary human emotions— 
love anct hatred, good will and ill, 
moderation and excess. Life ooiuny 
the gods was merely an idealized re- 
fection of life among men. 

The basic feature of Mesopotamian 
society was a profound reward for the 
rights of the individual. The Kinet 
was no supernatural being, wo wad like 
the Egyptian Pharaoh. Because he 
lacked autocratic powers, he was de- 
pendent in mutters of consequence 
upan the favor of his gods and the 
consent of his Council of Elders, 

This emphasis on consultation and 
council approval is met with through- 
out Mesopotamian history. And it is 
this same essential democratic feature 
that mive Mexopotamian civilization 
its. dynamic drive and carrivd its bene 
fits to many lands and peopies. 

Since the gods of Mesopotamtin 
were litthe more than idealized mor- 
tals, we expect the ideal of rudimen- 
tary democracy to be evident among 
them, That Such was indeed the case 

i. shown with rare aimplicity ane 
huaean by the main religinus wark of 
Mesopotamia. the Creation Epic. 

This epic concerns itself lorgely 
with the battle which the benien gorls 
ware against the powers of choos, 
who are led by the destructive pel 
None of the opposing 
gis had the courage to face her. 

In desperation, shrewd Ea desie- 
nated young Marduk as the leader 
most likely te succeéd. Marduk was 
resolute, but bis price was stugteering. 
If he was to champion the fight, he 
must be rewarded with the permanent 
chieftainey of the gods. 

There was no alternate but to 
accept Marduk’s terms, Vetono act 


of such importance could be valid 
Unless approved by the full Assembly 
of the Gols, 

Soreieeine objections from the «lel 
guard, Ea first entertained the pur- 
liatient ata hanquet, When at length 
he breached his pian, his guests were 
tow far gone in their cups to demur. 
The motion was carried unanimously, 

Armed with his new authority, 
Marduk vanquished Tiamat and te- 
mained supreme forever after. 

The scene before us is the divine 
banquet of the epie, All the attendd- 
ints have been transferred from re- 
liefs of the Early Dynastic period: 
the men carrying the heavy jars of 
beverages: the pottery stands for the 
jars; the servants bearing mounsds of 
pancakes on their heads; the misi- 
cians: and the hey with the sheep. 

The divine guests are distinguished 
chiefly by their horned miters, four 
horns for the leading deities and two 
fet the minor zods in the background, 
The drinking is done through tubes, 
as frequently shown on cylinder seals, 

The older of the two standing gods 
is Ea, explaining his plan, He jf 
identifier? by his favorite svmbol of 
the vase with the towing waters, 
which we have taken the liberty. of 
depicting asembroidered on his watst- 
banel. 

The Youthful got] behind him is 
Marduk, He holds the ring-and-rod 
symbol, and his saw-tuothed dagerer is 
in his belt. His robe is decorated 
with starlike rosettes. pn feature: of 
Marduk in Assyrian times.

Previous scenes and their descrip 
fons have dealt with proto-Sumerians 
ant! Sumerians, Setites and Elumites, 
Kussites and Hittites, Another siz- 
nificant element, different in Tingeuistic 
stock and in much of its culture, ié 
representedl by the Hurrians, the 
Harites of the Bible, 

Members of this group played im- 
portant roles throughout, the ancient 
Near East in the second millennium 
n, ¢.

Assyria Gains the Upper Iland over Babylonia

Pah were making history 
in Lower and in Central Mesopnitamia, 
a city.on the middle Tigris was rising 
slowly to ever increasing poominence. 
Tts name was Ashur, as was-alen the 
name of its chief god, “The state 
that city came to contral—one whieh 
developed eventually inte m far-flung 
empire—is known as “ssvru. 

About the titne af Harumurati, 
Ashur enjoved sufficient independence 
and power to make its influence felt 
in distant Cappadoria, an easterly 
area of Asia Miner. Later im the sec 
ond millennium the city came unier 
the domination of the Murrians, but 
the relative balance of power which 
prevailed in western Asia in the 15th 
und 14th centuries 9. ¢. gave the resn- 
litte native rulers of Ashu their 
chance to gain complete freedom. 

From then on it was a stery of con- 
stant rise, with the kings of Ashue 
becoming the equals of other mon- 
atchs, From the end of the secnnil 
millennium down to almost the middle 
of the next they were leaders and 
finally misters of the Fertile Cres- 
cent, 

Ashur’s cleaest neighbor of any 
prominence was Babylon. The rela- 
tions between the two were mitch like 
thee that many centuries later chur- 
acterized Greece and Rome. Batevlon 
was the cultural center, but ne match 
for ite northern neiwhbor in war und 
polities. Ashur. on the other hand, 
was keenly resentfiel of its inferiority 
in culture. The resobting rivalry wos 
acute and bitter. 

Qur scene seeks to capture. that 
moment in history when the political 
tite had swung for the first thme de- 
cisively in faver of Ashur. ‘This oc- 
curred. during the reign of the vigorous 
Assyrian king Tukulti-Ninurta , 


The words whith he wttered.on hum- 
ting the captured Babylonian king, 
Kashtiliash IV (opposite page), were 
td become symbolic of the future 
status of these two states, 

Tukulti-Nigurta | transferred his 
capital from Ashur to a near-by site, 
to which be gave his name, It wie 
excavated bv oa German expedition 
under Walter Andrue. and the results 
of that work dire wmple for a recon- 
striction of the life of the period. 

The-great hall focuses upon a niche 
containing sculptured stand besuring 
the stutoe of the chief deity, whi 
holds in his left hand the rod-nnd- 
ting, used as a symbol of guthority, 

The king, clad in a rich frinwed 
carment, has been copied from one 
if hig reliefs. His sandaleel right fom 
is placed on the meck of the Baby- 
lonian, In bis tight hand he holds 
the scepter with which he touches the 
skull of his prisoner, while his’ left 
clutches the ring, this time separated 
from the rod. The garment of Kash- 
tiliash has the vertical folds which 
eften distinguish the Babylonian dress 
from the Assyrian.

A Babylonian Procession Greets the New Year 


ITH Assyeta crushed and Nine- 
veh razed to the ground, Baby- 
lon had at last the opportunity to 
regain the prominence and prestige 
that had been its lot more than a 
thousand years earlier, during the 
golden age ot Hammurabi, [ts fondd- 
eat hopes were realized under the long 
and able rule of Nebuchadnezzar IT. 
The ld Testament remembers this 
king as the ruthless conqueror who 
destroyed Jerusalem in 586 B: ec. 
Habylonian history, however, cele- 
brates him primarily as the con- 
scientious administrator and tireless 
builder who made hic capital the 
greatest city of that time in the world, 
To be sure, this brilliance was to be 
only temporary. Just ax the end of 
Ashurbanipal’ s reign at Nineveh was 
separated by only a few years from 
that city's destruction, mainly at the 
hands of the Medes, so was Babylon's 
elory under Nebuchadnezzar to be 
followed by the triumph of nether 
Iranian army, led this time by the 
great Persian king Cyrus, who oc- 
cupied the ancient metropolis im 539 
B.C. 

The Babylon whise praises Herod- 
dtus sang was the Babylon that Neb- 
uchadmezzar had fashioned. Among 
its many outstanding attractions was 
the famous Procession Street which 
passed under the unforgettably im- 
pressive Ishtar Gate. South of the 
Ishtar Gate, and along the west side 
of the great avenue, could be seen 
the fabulous “hanging” roof gardens 
and the ‘seven-staged temple tower, 
the Tower of Babel. some three hun- 
dred feet tall. 

The Procession Street got its name 
from the annval procession of the 
ods in connection with tht New 
Year's festival, Assembled from all 
the orovinces of the Kingdom, the 


statues of the principal deities were 
irst moved with solemn ceremony and 
in a rigidly observed order of preced- 
ence through the Ishtar Gate and out 
to the northern outskirts of the city. 
There they were transferred to boats 


and taken to the Garden Temple up 


the river. 

Then followed the most dramatic 
part of the entire cycle, the consum- 
mation of the sacred marriage of the 
principal god and goddess, on which 
depended the fertility and prosperity 
of the whole Toone. 

Our scene witnesses the joyous re- 
turn of the provession, on the eleventh 
day of the month of Nisan, through 
the north eile of the Ishtar Gate. 
The beautifully enameled decoration 
speaks for itself. The approximate 
dimensions of the north side of the 
tate are 70 feet for the height of the 
towers and 35 feet for the beight of 
the vaulted passageway; the width of 
the entrance was about 15 feet. The 
south end was constcterahly taller. 

The gods are placed in so-called 
carriage boats, cach decorated with 
cold, lapis; and carnelian. On the 
first boat, rides Marduk, attended by 
four priesis, one al each canopy post. 
Behind the first boat is the royal 
chariot drawn by three steeds: on it 
ride the driver, the king, and the 
parasol holder. 

The second boat carries Marduk’s 
consert, whose crown is surmounted 
by an eight-peinted star, Next comes 
a bout with the seated figure of the 
eun-2od, Shamash, Hidden from view 
is & seemingly endless procession of 
other deities, whose name and rank 
are supplied by the texts,

The Merrimack: River of Industry and Romance

HOUGH born of scenic. lakes anid 

| Majestic mountains, the Merrimack. be- 
comes, before it reaches the sea, one of 

the hardest worked rivers in the world, a 
veritable slave im the service of industry. 

True, it no longer makes ite once proud 
bowst of turming more spindles than anv other 
river, or of being the “most noted water power 
Stream in the world.” Hut its banks, in 
chy after city, mre still lined with miles of 
monster mille, busy, if ancient and somewhat 
prim, nel still a major fnetor in the sum total 
of America’s productive effort. 

But it would be a mistake to think of the 
Merrimack, past or present, ac only a work- 
aday river, Sot only does il present a kaleido- 
scopic physical diversity, but it brings to mind 
many of the most romentic aspects of Colonial 
and early American history; of the struggles 
of the first settlers: of fierce, bloody Indian 
warlate: of the almost unbelievable wealth 
of its shad and salmon fisheries: and of ship- 
fing and shipbuilding in its lower reaches. 

Moreover. the very industrinlization of the 
Merrimack stems from the constant, unfailing 
supply of water which New. Hampshire's 
mountains, forests, and lakes make possible, 
These al the same time constitute one of the 
country's foremost vacationiands* 


River Born in Profle Lake 


In the heart of this land the Merrimack 
has its beginnings in the tiny Pemlgewasset, 
which flows out of Profile Lake at the foot of 
the Olel Man of the Mountains in Franconia 
Notch, New Hampehire (page 134). 

On one of my visits to Frinconia Notch 
highway crews were clearing the road of 
boulders, upracted trees, tied earth, These 
were the remains of a huge londelide which, 
lonsened by a cloudburst, reared down the 
steep) slopes: af Mount Lofavett® and Eagle 
Chiff and buried Route No, 3, one of the most 
important in New England.

More than century agd Henry David 
Thoreau, author and naturalist, spoke of it as

ceives, where thet bear still drinks it, und the 
cabins of settlers are far between and there 
are few to cross its stream.” 

Except for an almost complete absence of 
wild animals and for the fact that at certain 
points there are many persons incleed to “cross 
its stream, Thoreau's description still holds 
food.

One of the country’s chief shoemuking cen- 
ters, in addition to its other manufacturing 
interests, Manchester is essentially an in- 
dustrial city. Yet it strikes the observer ns 
cles, ordorly, and law abiding, Much of its 
perprtlaaticn ic of French-Canadian descent, and 
many of the citv's mayors have been from 
this growp, 

Fifteen miles south of Manchester, on the 
west bank of the river.a few miles from the 
Massachusetts tine, is Nashua, second ranking 
industrial cite of New Hampshire. As in 
Manchester, approximately half the popula- 
tion is of Franco-Anverican stock. 

One modern descendant of an early effori 
of several Nashun residents to supply the 
California. gold miners of 1849 with playing 
cards is the Nashua Gumimed and Coated 
Paper Company, koown locally as “The Card 
Shop,” 

It is among the country’s large converters of 
cellophane, cloth, and paper into a wide va- 
riety of products for packacing, box making, 
im) paper specialties. One of its chief pirod- 
ucts is waxed paper, of major importance, 
however, only since the invention of the 
hread-wrappite machine, 

At one time the Nashua Manufacturing 
Company was the largest maker of blankets 
in the world, giving employment to one-fifth 
of the city’s workers: but a few veurs age new 
owners closed down much of the 125-vear-old 
Nashua operation, thus presenting the city 
with a problem oot unlike the earlier one in 
Manchester, 

Local business, Industrial, anc labor leaders 
organized the non-profit Nashua-New Hamp- 
shire Foundation Trust to take over the old 
buildings, and have succeeded in leasing or 
selling much of the space to manufacturers of 
various products, such as shoes, hardware, and 
textile machinery. parts, 

Across the river, three miles from Nashua, 
near Hudson, New Hampshire, is Benson's 
Wild Animal Fann, combination circus, 200, 
and amusement park. Roadside zoos have 
become an important industry, especially in 
Florida, but this particular one is of metro- 
politan sive, despite its rural location, 

The Inte John T, Benson was American 
arent for the German animal firm of Hagen- 
beck. He started the farm os o health resort 
for show people, but changed it over into a 
quarantine station for bringing. animals inte 
the country from Hagenbeck and selling them.

Curiosity on the part of passing motorists and 
neighbors early led to charging admission, anc 
the place has long been primarily a commer- 
cial show (pages 130 and 131).

The century-old mills, with their cupolas 
and towers, and the simple but well-proapar- 
tioned tenements and boardinghowses have 
abowt them an architectural dignity that fits 
into the original ample city plan, 


Reginnings af Cotton Manufacture 
in Ameren 


Francis Cabot Lowell, among ‘whose de- 
scendants were (he famous Amy and Percival, 
went to England in 1$10, and, impressed by 
manufacturing a3 a source of wealth, returned 
to this:country to give tremendous impetus to 
cotton manufacturing in América. 

It was legal to expert models, parts, or 
even drawings of textile machinery from Eng- 
land, and Lowell had only imperfect recol- 
lection of what he had seen, But in Wal- 
tham, Mussachusetts, he established the first 
mill in this country in which cloth was com- 
pletely manufactured! under one root, Since 
more water power was needed for the opera 
tion, the Pawtucket Falls on the Merrimack 
were selected, and the new city built and, nine 
Years after his death, named for Lowell. 

Household spinning and weaving were no 
longer adequate to clothe the American people, 
the Merrimack had plenty of water power, 
Boston merchants had ample capital, and an 
enormous: supply of labor was available in 
the daughters of Massachusetts and New 
Hampshire farmers, 

Francis Lowell had been so shocked by the 
noverty of English mill labor that he instituted 
a system of community, paternalistic, com-

Saves Lowell 


But the engineer was vindicated in 1852 
when the gate helped save the city from flood, 

Then in March, 1936, nearly 90 years later, 
the treacherous Merrimack went on its worst 
rampage, the gate was lowered and, together 
with other protective works, held back a 
20-foot wall of water, thus saving the city, 

Tn the old office of the Locks and Canals, 
reminiscent of Dickens's description of Lon- 
don of long ago, I looked at portraits of Mr. 
Francis and of another chief engineer of the 
company, George W. Whistler, father of the 
famous artist, James McNeill Whistler, whose 
hirthplace, a block away, is open to the ‘public, 

On a high bank overlooking the rapids of 
Pawtucket Falls stands the Lowell Textile 
Institute, a growing institution, far while old 
textile mills may close down in certain locali- 
ties, the industry os a whole is constantly 
hroadening its sweep, with new materials, 
new products, and new uses, 

The Institute's reputation brings it students 
from as far away as China, India, Turkey, 
Greece, Egypt, and South America. With ex- 
tensive pilot plants for vocational training, 
there is also emphasis upon the fundamental 
burckyround of the basic sciences, ond siress 
pean textile engineering and chemistry, 

Lawrence, 9 miles beyond Lowell, is an- 
other city which wealthy Boston merchant 
families, headed by a Lawrence rather than a 
Lowell, made to order, for here was another 
site where the river could be used over and 
oveT again to mom the mills. Newer than 
Lowell, it isa century old at that, but the huge 
granite blocks of its great dam seem as firm 
as ever. 


“Froncis's Folly” 


Lawrence Country's Foremost Worsted 
(Center 

Lawrence ts the country’s foremost worsted 
manufacturing. center, fetaining its predemi- 
nance in this field to a greater extent than 
other New England cities have kept their 
cotton textile position (page 110), 

The Essex Company originally bought the 
land, laid out the streets, and built the dam, 
ranals, anc) many of the houses «nd mills, 
Tt stl bills a number of the great manufac-

turing concerns: for the rent of so many “mill 
powers for one year at 260 ounces of silver at 
900 fine, of the equivalent.” 

In other words, silver was regarded as. the 

one stable form of payment! a century ago, and 
water power is still being paid for in Lawrence 
by a number of users in the equivalent of 
silver. 

The Wood Warsteed Mill ef the American 
Woolen Co ris the largest mill in Law- 
rence and the largest worsted mill in the 
world. Although only. ane of more than 
20 mills of the American Woolen Com- 
pany, it uses the annual clip of 200,000 sheep 
i Week, covers 68 acres, employs 7,000 per- 
sons, and produces 6,000 miles of cloth a 
year, os well as providing varn and top for 
other mills: of the company. 

Bot the mills of the American Woolen 
Company are not the only monsters of their 
kind in Lawrence: the Pacific Mills (page 
1t6@) and the Arlington Division of William 
Whitman Company, Inc., are large producers 
of worsteds. In fact, the Arlington mills use 
the fleece of 28,000 sheep per day. 

Lawrence has had its tragedies. On Jan- 
lary 10, 1860, the Pemberton Mill, with 900 
employees, collapsed without warming, killing 
BS outright and injuring many, 

Since the fur-famed and disastrous strike of 
the Industrial Workers of the World in 1912, 
labor conditions seem to have been peaceful,

Since then the 
Stevens have bought opt the other two family 
interests, 

Andover. which adjnins North Andover, is 
the seat of one of the two Phillips academies, 
which have ployed such a notable role in 
American life, the other being at Exeter, New 
Hitmpshire, 10 miles north of the Merrimack, 


Phillips Academies Founded During 
Revolution 


Hoth schools were founded during the 
American Revolution by the wealthy and 
patrivtic Phillips family. Andover, slightly 
the older of the two, was founded by Samuel 
Philtips and his brother John, largely: af ie 
instance of Samuel Phillips, Ir. then anty 76 
years oll and one of the few eriginal mints in 
American education, John Phillips founded 
Rexcter, 

The two schools have a few slight differences 
and many striking similarities, Andover has 
8 headmaster, Exeter a principal. Andover 
"hil" tends toward a dignified, elegant 
beauty (page 121); Excter’s beauty partakes 
more of the quiet, homey simplicity of a 
emul, elm-shoded New Eneland town. 

But the buildings of both schools ate finer 
and the campuses more extensive than those 
of many. colleges ane universities. Both have 
had great benefactors and each hos o larwe 
endowment, low cost of tuition, many scholar- 
ships; large alumni body, large student broly, 
and each draws from a broad section, of the 
population, socially and geographically, 

Both also have had many famous groduntes: 
Oliver Wendell Holmes anc Samuel F. B. 
Morse went to Andover: Dattel Webster's 
lather took him to Exeter on horseback. Tach

prepares for substantially the same universi- 
ties; Vale ancl Hervaril, 

Used now as the Andover dean's house is 
the long-time home of Harriet Beecher Stowe, 
author of Unele Tom's Cahin, On Main 
Street is the house, also the property of the 
Academy, in which a theological student, 
Samucl F. Smith, wrote America, 

Young Smith earned his way by translating 
poems and songs; A musician sent him i 
patnotic song, accompanied by the music, 
While humming over the music Smith decided 
to write a patriotic song of his own, and 
dashed off the Verses of America, virtually as 
they are now, in less than half an hour. 

Seven miles from Lawrence ft another in- 
dustrial river city, Haverhill, shoe manufactor- 
ing center for 150 vears, andl still a center for 
women's shoes, especially the inexpensive, 
novelty type—a highly competitive, Muctoat- 
ing business (opposite). 

This tsa very old settlement, The original 
Indian deed of 1642 may be seen in the 
archives af the Haverhill Aisterical Society: 
ilso the Haverhill petition of 1842. asking for 
the dissolution of the Union, this having been 
it short-lived attempt to meet Southern seces- 


‘sinnists on thelr own grind. 


R. H. Macy, who founded the great New 
¥ork department store, began his business in 
Haverhill in 1851, and ot that early date 
advertised bargains, | 

For more than half a century mm early days 
Haverhill settlers tilled their fields with 
mirskets always handy and a wary eve for 
attacking. Indians: there was even talk of 
thandoning the settlement. 

Qn March £5, 1607, Thomas Duston wos 
working on his farm when hostile Indians 
attacked. His wife, Hannah, had given birth 
toa child only a few davs before and lay in 
bed. He tried to rescue her, but the Indians 
got between him-and the house. Exchanging 
fre with them, he shepherded his other seven 
children, two to seventeen vears old, to the 
neares! garrisan, 

The Indians went off with Hannah, her 
nurse, Mary Nef, and the infant, whom, how- 
ever, they quickly killed, Hannah and Mary 


were token to a small island in the Merrimack 


River, a few miles north of Concord, where 
there were [2 Incidtns and a young captive. 
l4-yeor-old Samuel Leonardson, wha hard 
learned to speak the Indian dialect. Hannah 
mstructed him to find out from the Indians 
the easiest way to kill and scalp ao person. 
One night the three captives. led hy Hannah, 
killed and sealped 10 of the Indinns, escaped, 
and eventually reached Haverhill, Considered

Al one tine great numbers of carriames, 
noted for style ane finish, were built in Ames- 
bury ind Merrimac, Automobile 
bodies were made fort -a@ short time, tut that 
incisiry cime to.an end in 1929, 
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One of Amesbury's old industrivs has con- 
tinued and grown, Here is the headquarters 
of the Merrimac Hat Corporation, whose 
plants in Amesbury and elsewhere turn out 
12 million hat bodies and trimmed hats in a 
single year (page 129), | 

Late in summer I rode along the unfre- 
quented River and Pleasant Valley Roads be- 
tween Merrimacport and Amesbury, bath 
shores of the tiver iblaze with purple lonse- 
strife and goldenrod. | 

The river is, beyond question, seriously pol- 
luted by chemicals from hunilreds of mills, 
but the banks, even near the great industrial 
cities, are singularly green and unspoiled. 
Whittler, who looked askance upon his valley's 
rapid industrialization, would be happy to 
know that this much, at least, is saved. 

NWewhurvport, three miles from the mouth 
of the Merrimack, is long and narrow anil 
rons parallel to the river, ‘Those who lived 
in the northwestern portion of this historic 
strip long were known as “‘upalmgers” ani 
those who lived in the other direction as 
“dewnalnneers.” 

When it was separated from ancient New- 
bury in 1764, Newhuryport was the smallest 
iown in area in Massachusetts; indeed the 
jocose saying went that there was no place in 
the city “from which a strong runner cannot 
reuch the river in three minutes.” 

Along the entire length of High Street, 
which runs several miles from one end of the 
city to the other, is perhaps the largest and 
most notable collection of square, well-pro- 
portioned, three-story 18th-century houses. to 
be found anvwhere in the country (page 122), 

Similar houses are to be found -elsewhere, 
but nowhere else are they more beautifully on 
puirade, with their deep lawns and many trees. 
At any rate, the city maintains an tnmis- 
tukable Haver of long-zone maritime greatness, 
perhaps becouse much of it isso well pre- 
served that memories of the “wealth, taste, 
and elegance’ noted by famous early visitors 
still linger, 


Famous Sons of Newburyport 


Boston drew several of its great families, 
including the Lowells, from Newburyport, and 
numerous fomous men were born, lived, or 
died there, 

Among these were William Lloyd Garrison, 
the abotitioniat: Mai, Gen. A. W. Greely, dis- 
tinguished! Arctic explorer, one of the found- 
ers of the National Geographic Society, and 
for 47 years a member of its Board of 
Trustees: and Dr, Edwin A. Grosvenor, 
ftistorian, linguist, archeologist, author, and 
poet, and father of Dr, Gilbert Grosvensr, 


The National Geographic Magazine 


President of the National Geographic Society. 

In a vault under the First Preshyterinn 
Church are the remains of George Whitefield, 
who ranked close to John Wesley as a pro 
ponent of Methodism. He preached 18,000 
sermons, and the founding of such collemes 
as Princeton, Dartmouth, Brown, and Rutgers 
was partly due to the “Great Awakening” 
he inspired, 

Age has its place in Newburyport. 1 called 
on Henry Batley Little, then 97 vears old 
and for 50 vears president of the Newburyport 
Institution for Savings, Asked if it were true 
that he goes to the bank every day. he replies 
in rather a huff, “1 can only come five days 4 
week because the bank is closed on Saturday, 
a great mistake.” 


Silver Company Descended from 
Blacksmith 

The little old city has one very large anil 
active industry near the river, the Towle Man- 
ufacturing Company, with 900 emplovees, 
enraged in making sterling silver (page 120). 
This business has increased several fold. in 
the Inst 10 years as larger and larger seg- 
ments of the feminine population buy fine 
silver, sterling being as nearly solid silver ax 
will stand wear and tear, 

There are some §0 processes in the long 
operation of making a. knife, fork, or spoun. 
The first is to cut blanks from great slabs 
of silver, and the last ts naturally the fing! 
polishing. 

The Towle Manufacturing Company ts: the 
direct successor of one William Moulton, who 
in $690 set up as a black-and-white smith in 
Newbury, which means that in addition to the 
usual blacksmith work he fashioned metals, 
including silver. 

For more than a centery the Merrimack 
has been the very symbol of a prosaic, harcl- 
working river, the drudge of industry, Yet 
much of ites course, from mountuin to sea, is 
marked by charm ane actual beauty, now 
even as in the days of the early settlers. 

Passing Newburyport, the river broadens 
out, and before it flows between two break- 
waters into the sea, It is Hanked by far-flung 
aalt maraies, on the north and south shores 
alike. 

Whittier spoke of seeing “The far. low coust- 
line stretch away to where our river meets the 
sea,” and as the last few months of his long 
life neared their end he gazed more and more 
upon the serene beauty of these great salt 
Thiers hers.
